N- my Solemn Addreffing thefe Pa- 
“pers, tothe Commons of England, Af 
fembled in Parliament, as the moft 

proper and only Perfons, to whom Appeals 
of Grievances ought to be made ¢ I have ta- 
ken the the Liberty tolay before them, two 


of the-groffeft, and the moft confiderabl 


of the many Plots and Confjiracies, of a 
Hot and Immoderate Party of Menin this 
Nation, againft the General Teace.; and to 
Deitroy that Harmony, and .good Under- 
fianding which began at the ‘Throne, and 
was hy Her Majefty’s. Glorious Example 
“and Exhortations, fpreading it felf over the 
whole Kingdom 3 if I have lrr’d in any 
partof it, it hasbeen, that I lhave not gi- 
ven the full Defcription of the Extent, and 
black Aggravations of thefe things ; as they 
really deferve, and as in the Event of them 
will appear. 

-As thefe things refpeé& Civil Government 
and Liberty, foam Jpow, a rnoft Humble 


Petitioner to the Honourable Houfe of Come. 
mons, for their forbearance, while I pre- 
fume to lay before them a Plot, of as much 
deeper Defign, as it isof a far larger Ex- 
tent 5 and as the Events expetted, are of a 
much more Fatal Confequence to the 
whole Nation. 

May God Almighty put it into the 
Hearts of the Nations Reprefentatives 
now to be Affembled, to enquire into the 
Particulars, of a Monftrous and Hellifh 
Confpiracy againft, noc the Diffenters only, 
butthe Church of England, and the whole 
Proteftant Religion, in the Grofs ; aiming at 
an entire Subverfion of the Reformation, 
and reducing us tothat Original Darknefs 
and Idolatry, from whence this Nation, with. 
fo much Light, Reafon, and at fo much Exe 
pences, Refcued themfelves above 150 
Years ago.

plainly appear, that Hell, Rome, and France 
31 Conjunétion with fome Trayterous Mem- 
bers of the Church of England, 1 fuch 
may be Call’d Members of the Church of Eng- 
land, who refufe to own the Prefent Settle- 
ment, or to Swear Allegiance to ber Civil 
and Ecclefiaflical Head; or who baving taken 
the. Oaths, a againft ber Intereft , have 
ftruck hands together, todeftroy the Church 
of England, and entirely fubvert the Pro- 
teftant Religion inthis Nation. 

And this Treafon is Manifefted in fuch a 
manner, grown upto fuch a height, and 
their Profpeét of Succefs fo great, that they 
have not ftuck to give in Printed mes, 
fhewing the Eafinefs and Pofhibility, of U- 
niting the Church of England; to the 
Church of Rome: Or, in Englifh, the Eafi- 
nefs of Reconciling the Engiifh Proteftant 
Church; to French Popery. How any Man, 
whofe Eyes are open to the Intereft of his 
Native Country, or has any Zeal for the 
Proteftans Religion,can refrain Humbly Re- 
prefenting thefe Infolent Attempts againft 
both, to your Confideration ,¥ know not ; nor 
can it confift with the Duty of him, who 
pretends -to advance all-kinds of needful 
Truth, to omit humbly ‘to lay before you 
this Fatal Defiga as it ftands Couch’d, not 
in the Publick Difcourfes, and Debates of 
tthefe Gentlemen only ;not in their Prodi- 
gious Memorial only, wherein they In- 
doftrioufly infufe it into the Minds of the 
People; how much yather they would be 
Papifis than Diffensers ; how much more Ore 
thodox Popery is, than an Aati-Epifeoparian 
Principle ; and fo by degrees, not only En- 
large the Breach, between Diffenrers and the 
Church, burendeavour to leffen amd make 
familiar the Errors of Popery to the Peo- 

lee 

: But I coneeiveit the Duty of this Paper, 
Humbly to lay it before you, that in feveral 
Printed Books yet publifh’d, and which have

That the Second, is in it felf a grofs Ab- 
furdity and Contradiftion, is alfo referr’d 
to your Honourable and Juft Determina- 
tion ;and likewife toall the World to Judge, 
whether it can be impofible to reconcile 
thofe Proteftamts, who agree in al! Doétri- 
nal Articles, and Subfcribe the fame Con- 
fefhon of Faith ; three Articlesand a Claufe 
of indifferent things only excepted ; and 
yet be very eafie to Reconcile, the Church 
of England to that of France, from whom 
fhe differs, almoft in all the Effential Points 
of Faith and Doétrine 3 by whom fhe is 
Doom’d Heretical, and Excluded Salvation s 
and from whem her Reformation has Goft 
fuch Expence of Treafure, Blood of Mar- 
tyr and Confeffors, and Labour of near two 
Century of Years > 

To lay before your Honours the depth of 
this Defign, branch’d out into all its Terri- 
ble Confequences, as I hope it will be need= 
lefs to your Difcerning Judgments, fo nei-’ 
ther -can it ‘be Compriz’d, within the nar- 
row Boundsof this Addrefs ; but I cannot 
but Humbly Addrefs your Honourable Af- 
fembly, to take into your grave Confiderae. 
tion, the following Particulars, out of-a 
great many that may he deduc’d from the 
fame Premifes. 

1. That to Reprefent the Differences, 
between the Church of England, and the 
Church of Rome to be fmall, and eafie 
to be accommodated, is a Horrid Plot a- 
gainft the Foundation of the Church of 
England, asduilt upon Schifm, Phanaticifm 
and Error, having broken off from Catho- 
lick Unity, or Unjuftifiable Trifles, which 
may ealily be Accommodated ; “tis putting 
a Star upon the Reformation, and throwing 
Dirt ia the Faces of the Blefled Martyrs, the 
Fathers of the Reformation, and Founders 
at the Englifh Church.

Thefe and qhaay other ways, this is a Plot 
againft the Reputation and Charaéter,of the 
Church, of England, and thatpot in behalf 
of the: Diffenters at all, their Diftarice from 
the Church of England no way moving them 
to defire its but in order firft of all to wea- 
ken, leffen, divide, and afterward to deftroy 
the Proteftant Religion, as it is held pro- 
fefs’d; adhered to, and, ’tis hoped, jointly 
profefs’a and vallued by both. 

As fuch, this black Defign is recommend- 
ed to your Honours juft Examination, as an 
Original of Hell, whofe Brokers thefe Gen-
